Democratic conferrees adjourned late 
yesterday it was understood ou all sidci • 
that the Democrats would report to the j 
full conference today. Members of thi 
conference supported- the general faith 
by their statements, which were moro 
or less sanguine or guarded, depending 
upon the temperament .of the speaker. 


While the utterances at tho time ol 


adjournment were not so strong as 
those which were heard earlier in tha 
afternoon, they were ssill Sufficiently as- 
suring to justify the statement that 
barring possible contingencies the l)em- 
ccracic members of the conference wiL' 
find themselves prepared during today, 
or at the latest on Friday, to 'call in the 
Republican members of the conference 
for a full meeting. 


"I will not say," said Senator Jones, 


"that we have agreed, for that would 
not be true; but the situation is cheerful 
and the indications are that we shall 
finish tlie work tomorrow. If we do not 
come to an agreement tomorrow, I shall 
consider the conference at an end, for I 
do not see the utility of continuing our 
interview with the .-house coaferrees 
longer." 


This situation was at the end of a day 


, \rtiich had started out with a' determin- 
' stioBOii the part of the senate 'eonfer- 


rees, supported by tho conservative sen- 
aim's, to bring the question at issue to a 
finality during tho day, and which later 
brought, the positive thought unofficial 
announcement that this end had been 
accomplished and an understanding 
reached. 


Tho report began to gain circulation

REPUBLIC^ OF~~HAWAII. 


It Has Ween Formnlly Itecognlzott by the 


Unit txl States. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—A WorWUis- 


-patch from Washington says: 
The re- 


public of Hawaii hits been formally 
recognized 
by tho 
United 
States 


through the president and tho secretary 
of state. 


The provisional government pro- 
claimed in January, 16i)3, when the 
(jueen was dethroned; was succeeded ou 
July 4, a little more than a month ago, 
by a republican form of government. 
-On the day following Minister "Willis 
extended recognition, so far as it was 
within his power to the new republic. 
The action taken by tho minister was 
reported to the state department in dis- 
patches on July iJO, which were imme- 
diately transmitted to congress. 


Mr. Willis' note of recognition, which 


\vas sent to the Hawaiian mimstorrof 
foreign affairs, read as follows: "I here- 
by, as far as I have tho right so to do, 
extend to the republic of Hawaii the 
recognition accorded its predecessor, the 
provisional government of the Hawaiian 
Islands. I do this in the belief that I 
represent tlie president of tho United 
States to whom, as tho executive chief 
of $the government, my action in tho 
premises will bo promptly submitted for 
his approval." 


Minister Willis' action has been dis- 


cussed at several cabinet meetings, but 
no decision was reached until yester- 
day when Secretary Gresham, under 
tho direction of tho president, sent a 
formal note to tho minister approving 
his course". Although the text of ifc 
Qresham's letter has not beeu mnde 
public, it is understood that tho presi- 
dent extends to tho new republic.the 
hearty good wishes of the United States. 


Envoys of the dethroned queen l&ft 


for Washington, as soon as the new re- 
public was proclaimed, and they have 
been here for several days endeavoring 
to induce the state department to with- 
hold recognition and to insist that Lili- 
uokalaui be extended the assistance of 
this go\ eriimont ia her efforts to regain 
power. The action yesterday disposes 
of tho whole question, and closes tho 
unfortunate diplomatic "incident." 
Secretory Gresham visited the Capital 


yesterday and informed Senator Gray 
of fche senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, and duuruutn McCreary of the 
house committee on foreign affairs, that 
the president had formally recognized 
the Hawaiian republic.

ANIMAL SENTRIES. 


They Ar« Posted by th« Floclc or H«rd to 


Guard Agaiuat Surprise. 


The too eager sportsman is oft«n 


balked'of a shot by the watchful senti- 
nel posted to guard the flock or the herd 
against surprise. Posting a sentry ia 
tha most universal of the instincts which 
use orgaui/.atiou as a means of defense. 
Chamois, ibex and other mountain au- 
telopes always post a sentinel. Always 
when a herd of seals is sleeping on the 
rocks there is a watcher. This instinct. 
The Spectator informs us, survives even 
in animal captivity. 


' 'When the prairio doge at the zoo 


occupied a small paddock, they always 
kept a sentinel on duty, although h« 
seldom uttered bis warning whistle, 
having learned probably that the visit- 
ors would not come inside the railings. 
The prairie dogs at the Jardin d'Accli- 
matisati,;ii of Paris observe the same 
prccastiou." As is well known, wild 
geeee are particularly wary in this re- 
Bpect. Mr. St. John says that "they 
seem to ?*ct in so organized and cautions -' 
» manner when feeding or roosting as 
to defy all danger. . When a flock ol 
wild geese has Sxed on a field of newly 
sown grain to feed in, before alighting 
they make numerous circling nights, 
and tho least suspicious object prevents 
Iheru from pitching. 


"Supposing^that all is right and they 


do alight, the whole fiock for a space 
of a minute or two remain motionless, 
with erect head and neck, reconnoiter- 
ing the country around. 
They now ap- 


pear to have made up their mind thafc 
all is safe and are contented to leave 
one sentry, who either stands on Eome ' 
elevated part of the field or walks'slowly 
with the rest—never, however, ventur- 
ing to pick np a single grain of corn, 
his whole energies being employed in 
watching. The most cnrioue part has to 
follow. 
When a sentry "thinks he has 


performed a fair share of*^he duty, he 
gives the bird nearest him a sharp peck.'' 


Mrr'W^JfJlijyljgJ^w that he has 


seen the sentry occasionally pnil out a 
bunch of* feathers when the first hint 
was not immediately attended to and at 
tho same time utter a querulous cry- 
Wild swans are almost as cautious as 
wild geese. The signal of danger differs 
with the species of animals, bnt the 
alarm note seems TO be universally un- 
derstood by the sentinel's followers. 
Wild geese aud swans have a peculiar, 
call, as of a bugle; rabbits and sheep 
stamp oil the ground; wild ducks utter 
a low and cautious quack: elephants 
whistle; ibex and mountain sheep whis- 
tlo.—Hod and Gun.

The papers in- 
form us: that '' more women are seeking 
admission to colluges thau the colleges 
have rooin for. " Tho secretary of the 
Now York Htnte university reports 23,- 
556 girls and 18,248 boys in tho semi- 
naries and academies of tho state of. New 
York, tho former.being 56 per cent of 
tho whole. 


Of honor credentials, the girls re- 


ceived this year 208 to 140 granted to 
the boys—a proportion of fi8 per cent 
for tho girlu. 
The number of girls 


who entered college last year from re- 
gents' Hchools -wag 84 per cent greater 
thau the year before, aud this year will 
showa similar increase. "Atthisrate," 
says tho secretary, "it looks as if early 
in the next century tho colleges would 
graduate more women than men, just 
as tho academies do now." 


1 recently mot the dean of tho wom- 


en's college of Brown university and 
learned that tho nine women students 
with whom tho college opened three 
years ayo had increased this year to 73. 
A larger increase is expected next year, 
but how to accommodate these earnest 


- and well fitted students is a problem 
that taxes the university seriously. The 
financial distress of the country has de- 
layed the erection of buildings for their 
occupancy, but thoy cannot bo much 
longer dispensed with. ' The dean spoke 
in terms of commendation of the wom- 
en students, who aro welcomed by the 
faculty, the young men. of the univer- 
sity and all others concerned. Thoir ad- 
mission was a popular movement from 
the stai't, and the women of tho Provi- 
dence club promptly manifested their 
interest: by taking measures to found 
scholarships for the assistance of needy 
women students. Among the graduates 
this yeiu was Miss Mary Woolley, once 
treasurer of tho New England Whea 
ton Seminary club, who has reoeivec 
much commendation from the college 
faculty and was graduated with high 
honors. 
She had taken exceptionally 


high rank as a teacher before she enter 
ed tho university.

There has never beeii any 
check placefi on heavy teaming itl 
this city, and yet Cleveland -hafe 
much more brick pavement than auv 
other city in the country. 


"Brick pavements are compara-

Pavements laid as iaie as - 
last fall show the effects of heavy 
teaming, and on Dorchester avenue^ 
Beach and Detroit streets the life is 
being knocked out of the pavements."

It is noted EIS a somewhat singular 
:aot that there aro not more thau two 
aroeessos for enameling cast iron,. not- 
withstanding the amount of ingenious 
effort put forth iu this direction. One 
of rlieso is tlio hot process, in which the 
Ton, heated to u vivid rod, ia powdered 
with a liux powder, borosilicato of lead 
distributed, with a sieve, then heated, 
and when tho flux fuses it is powdered 
afresh with glass more soluble, forming 
the glaze of tho enamel, bnt this opera- 
tion is attended -with danger and is not 
adapted to large articles or for decora- 
tion. The second process, -which meets 
the objections named, consists in dress- 
ing or coating tho article first"with mag- 
netic oxide, then dipping it in borosili- 
atesot lead, colored by nio'iallio oxides, 
to which is added a little pips clay, in 
order to give rather more body. Tho 
article thus covered cold, by dipping or 
with brushes, IK put into the furnace, 
tho enamel adhering and vitrifying at 
tho usual furnace tuiuporatnre used by 
enarnelers, and by putting a coating of 
colored enamel with a brush on a first 


t aimply plain ic is possible to make 


any decorations desired, which, may be 
burnt in at one operation for outdoor 
vases, etc.—Now York Sun.
